TRADE BARRI ERS 
AND RECOVERY 


The destruction of trade bar- 
riers, according to the popular 
conception in many parts, would 
allow the unrestricted recovery 
of international commerce «and 
would bring -back to the world a 
prosperity long lacking. This 
particular commercial cult can 
paint a vivid picture of condi- 
tions which inevitably 
follow the removal of tariffs and 
trade preferences, ‘and when 
their argument is backed by such 
a mighty industrial power as 
the United States, it is bound to 
command respect. However, 
the case for world free trade is 
not. unanswerable. While © it 
may not be enusy to offer a oi 
and-dried programme in prefer- 
ence, at least some of the weak- 
nesges—-in—-the—architecture_of. 
non-diserimination can be in- 
dicated. 

It is fairly obvious that the 
hig, industrially — established 
nations would have an immense 
ndvantage over those ‘whose in- 
dustries are scarcely out of -the 
chrysalis stage, and to, which a 
certain measure of protection— 
tariffs are the simplest forms— 
Moreover, there is the 
difference in labour and produc- 
tion costs to be considered when 
one advocates the end of dis- 
criminatory trade agreements. 
For instance, even an established 
industry like that of Britain’s 
textiles would have suffered ex- 
tinction in many of its biggest 
markets had not the tariff wea- 
pon been used against Japan. 
Similarly, mass production in 
big industry cannot be-met in 
open competition by even the 
most skilled labour of the small 
factory, except in a specialised 
market. Even the agricultural 
industry of 2 smaller nation can-

In o.few months an England, team 
will go to Australia with the “ashes” 
the prize, not to mention our cricket's 
self-respect, and. this time there will 
be no Larwoad to combirre exceptional 
pace with exceptional accuracy. The 
newer fast bowlers are “all over the 
pice’ bowlors, a joy to batsmen who 
nave pluck as well as eye. And in 
Australin the atmosphere_ docs not 
help swerve, and the easy grounds 
neutralise spin and any pranks from 
the ground. The strategist, the man 
who ‘plots and plans, is the’ player 
needed out there. Let our ambitious 
youngsters, then, reatiye that bowling 
properly applied, can contain some of 
‘the olements of big-game stalking, 
something of crime .detection. Let 
them obtain wisdom from the words 
of Spofforth, who said: “A bowler

BRADMAN’S SPLENDID 
LEADERSHIP ~ 


(By a Special Correspondent.) 
Australin’s power on the cric- 
ket ficld, during an English 
winter when devotees of the 
summer gamc have been peer- 
ing with anxious eyes into the 
veil of the future, has been 
proved again and again. 

The Commonwealth has been_ablo 
to send a formidable team to South 
Africa even without Woodfull, Brad- 
man, Ponsford, Wall, Kippax, Ebeling, 
hope us Bromley. 
have overwhelmed the South 
Africans, whore praises were sung $1 
this country a few months ago. An. 
‘other party, including some “veterans” 
tn excellent preservation, have been 
giving objoct, lessons ‘to the Indians, 
who are about to revisit. Englund. 

ere war no iden, apparently, of 
keeping some of theac past masters 
in thelr own country to maintain the 
standard of the Sheffield Shield 
tournament. The opportunity was 
selzed to give the best match practico 
to the young men knocking on tho 
doors of the dressing rooms of Stato 
teams. And splendidly have several 
of the players who have longed for 
such valuable experience shown that 
Australia can look with confidence to 
the rising generation to, take * the 
pinces of those who have borne the 
burden and the heat of many testing 
days. Possibly the South Africans 
bccame’ weary by continuous cricket. 
Some undoubtedly passed through o 
period when they were far from frosh 
and eager. The Joss of Cameron was 
beyond computation. Neither Belk 
nor Vincent was able to play. Nevor- 
theless, when all extenuating circum- 
stances are considered, the Australians 
won the rubber with such consummate 
ease that South African critics have 
been unstinted in paying tribute to 
their worth. 

SOUND JUDGES 

In every way their cricket has been 
very superior. Victor Richardson haa 
proved himself a shrewd captain, 
equal to every emergency. His tac- 
tics impressed sound judges of the 
game. Although 455 was the highest 
total of any Australian innings in the 
five Tests, the tourists had to bat a 
second time -in only one match, and 
that they won by nine wickets. There 
was one draw, and then the Aus- 
tralans were in a winning position. 
Thelr average fora wicket was 45, 
anid-only-51-wickets -were - forfeited. 
Why did they win so decisively os 
this? They had three fine batsmen— 
the opening pair and the man who 
went in at the fall of the first wicket. 
W. A. Rrown, whose style and strokes 
Were so ‘much admired in England 
during 1934, and his partner, J. H. 
Fingleton, were so effective in their 
first-wicket partnership that -they 
made 305 at Johannesburg, 233 at 
Capetown, and 161 in the final Test 
at Durban. Not since the day of 
Hobbs and. Rhodes had: such sound 
and resourceful first-wicket batsmen 
‘been taken to the Southern Dominion. 
Fingleton . had, the distinction of 
making 112, 108, and 118--in the third, 
fourth, and fifth Tests and compiling 
anavernge of 76.33, while Brown, who 
also made 121 in the third match, had 
such handsome figures as 69.67. In 
these Tosts there were six partner- 
ships producing’ over 100 runs, and 
either Brown or Fingleton, or both 
of them, were concerned in cach. 

The third man was McCabe, who 
had an average of. 84, largely due to 
189 not out in the second Test: This 
innings was oa riposte to Dudley 
Nourse’s dazzling 231—the highest 
score by a South African in a Test 
match. Both men were brilliant, but 
in 105 minutes before ‘lunch on tho 
Inst day’ McCabe scored exactly 100 
in a manner worthy of Bradman. 
When 94 McCabe was caught at the 


wicket, 2s himself afterwards ad- 
mitted, but he was-given not out. Of 
the 100 wickets that South Africa 
lost at such n low average as 21 runs 
each, Grimmett secured 44 for 14.59 
ench and O'Reilly 27 at 17.03 each, 
Their bowling was mathematical in 
exactitude, ‘ Mr. Louls DulTus, in one 
appreciation, said that O'Reilly was 
probably the only bowler in the world 
who could pitch over after over with 
scientific precision and without caus- 
ing casualtics to the ficldera at the 
“silly leg.” In this series of matches 
Grimmett advanced the number of his 
wickets In Test to 216—100 against 
England, 77 against South Africa, 
and 33 against the West Indies—a re- 
cord unequalled by any other man. 
And Grimmett, the crackerjack with 
the poker face, as Americans would 
deseribe him, bewled Gs firs dail ina 
Text_ngainst England on March 3 

20, and } 8 last wicket In this 
rubber on March 3, 1936—eleven 
years of marvellous work, particularly 
for a man who entered Inté the ordeal 
of international cricket ity his thirty- 
third year. Defying the prssing of 
years, Grimmett’s wisdom becomes 
more priceless by his amazing accur- 
acy. It is even said that ho has never 
delivered & “no-ball” and never a 
wido! One bowler, E. L. McCormick, a 
man of speed, froni Victoria, has im- 
proved .during this tour, His attack 
has gained in consistency of length 
and, a note of ‘hostility. He may 
succecd Wall. The fielding of’ the 
Australians, especially on the ground, 
war almost faultless in this tourna- 


ment, ‘ : 
CAPTAIN WITH IDEAS . 
While Victor Richarson has led his 
country so well, Don Bradman, in his 
first senson with South Australia, has 
had the pleasure of being the captain 
of the state that has won the Sheffield 
Shield. Bradman’s success in this 
role Was not generally expected but he 
seems to have taken intense interest 
in his companions, to have introduced 
fresh players of ability, to have made 
the cleven splendid floders and to 
prove himself a captain with ideas. 
R, Parker, a protege of Bradman, and 
C. L. Badcock, who played so well for 
Tasumania in a match aginst Douglas 
Jardine's team, have established a 
partnership for the first wicket. In 
nine innings during the senson (in- 
cluding 369 against Tasmania) Brad- 
man has shown that he Ja to be 
dreaded by bowlers as much ad ever.

CURRENCY INSTABILITY 


As vou are aware the diMcult trend 
ef world ccortomic conditions con- 
tinued during 1935. Within certain 
countries quite definite improve- 
ment was manifest, but this wus 
prevented from spreading to any 
extent by the continuance of Inter- 
national. frictlon and discord. Cur- 
rency instability continued also; in 
fact it was accentuated by Ching and 
Hongkong joining that large group 
of ‘countries which operate on a@ 
managed - currency. The circums- 
tances that. necessitated this step 
have been detailed in the Press and 
at many mectings such as the pre- 
sent, therefore, ] will not weary you 
with repetition. It appears sufficient 
to say that the rise in the value of 
silver from 245d at the beginning 
of the year to 3644d four months 
later, plus the uncertainty of the 
United States silver policy, specula- 
{ion in exchange, political unrest and 
silver smupgling, resulted in.a posl- 
tion of financial instability in the 
country which called for ‘ drastic 
action. In November, therefore, 
China abandoned its traditional 
_silver_polley, and Hongl:ong followed, 

I turn now to our own affairs. 
Speeches from this chair at the last 
two annual ‘general meetings have 
informed you that, unless interest 
carnings on Investments increased, 
ao dividend reduction in the futuec 
‘was inevitable. . The amount of 
interest our investments can carn is 
a matter largely outside our control, 
but one factor we can control js that 
the Socicty’s funds are invested in 
cecurities of the highest available 
quality. This !s the dominating in- 
fluence in. our investment: pollcy, 
and despite the relatively low re- 
turns we ore receiving to-day, I feel 
sure you would not endorse any 
change In thls polley. 


DIVIDEND POLICY 


When considering dividend recom- 
mendations during ; 
years, your Directors -have realised 
that in maintaining the past dividend 
they have had to take quite a large 
sum from the year's trading profits. 
However, they had in mind the ex- 
tremely sound financial position of 
the Socelcty, and it was their opinion 
that this strength ‘justified a period 
of profit appropriation in the share- 
holders’ interests. It is with regret 
that they have now ‘arrived at the 
decision that.the steps taken In this 
direction have gone. a5 far us 
prudence and the principles of sound 
finance will permit and that future 
trading profits must be ‘allowed to

_FIRE LOSSES i 


Fire still continues.to take a heavy 
toll of shipping. The most.spectacu- 


lar loss due to this cause in 1935 was’ 


the Ausonia, but the Bio-Blo was 
aleo butnt, as were ,several other 
valuable ships, including = threo 
tankers. In _ addition there — were 
numerous ‘serious fires on shore, all 
of which produced claims under 
marine policies. In the aggregate 
however, the Society's 1935 marine 
losses, =Wwere within: the amount 
normally - incurred. Our - premium 
income was slightly higher in 1035 
when compared with the previous 
year. The extreme to which com- 
petition ts carried to-day makes the 
maintenance of previous income 
levels exceedingly d!Mcult. 
’Competition has been mentloncd 
from this chalr on many occasions 
and J will not enlarge. upon the sub- 
ject as by so doing I will be mercly 
repenting with emphasis what my 
predecessors in office have sald 50 
often. ‘I will say, however. that our 
underwriting policy is to mect com- 
‘petition wherever it may arise up to 
the point of reason, but when. as 
occurs in numcrous cascs, exnerience 
Indicates that this point has been past, 
we decline to go further. : 
War risk rates during 1935 provided 
a smnli addition to our premium in- 
come, but the policy of those’ respon- 
sible for Axing the rate was to keep 
them as Jow as_ circumstances 
-warranted, and with this policy we 
have willingly associated oursclvca. 
In regard to our fire business, I 
‘am pleased to say that the result for 
1935 was good. Although there was 
a slight decrease in premium ‘income, 
this was more than offsct by a sub- 


stantial reduction in the claims paid.- 


It isa fact also that while premium as 
a whole showed a decrease, : there 
was an improvement in certain areas 
from which in the past profitable 
results have been obtained. Exchange 
has agaih played its part in our 
operations, and in addition compcti- 
tive factors in increasing numbers 
have had to be contended with. 


ACCIDENT LOSS 


It is regretted that our: accident 
business last year resulted in a loss. 
The section mainly responsible for 
this’, was motor car business, the 
transaction of which continues to 
present considerable difficulties. 
Motor casualties are increasing. in 
number throughout the world and 
naturally clalms under moter Insur~ 


ance policies are following the same}. 


course. Unfortunately, it is becoming 
a general practice to Increase the 
amount of claims, and Courts are 
supporting this with higher awards. 
While this is regrettable for insurance 
companies it 1s equally so for the 
motor insuring public. Rates are 
based on experience and as claims 
Increase, so must Insurance rates. 
You can rest assured that we are 
making every endeavour to prevent 
a repetition of our last yeur’s un- 
profitable experience. 

In studying our Accounts, you will 
sco that the underwriting income 
from alt Departments during .1935 


“was £1,610,336, which Is an increase |~ 


of £8,713 over 1934. While it is 
satisfactory that we. were able to 
‘maintain the previous year's income, 
we must not overlook the Important 
point that on increased income at 
reduced rates means an inercased 
polley lability which under normal 
circumstances must produce a higher 
loss ratio. : a 


In the Marine Account the amount 
carried to Profit and Loss on the 1934 
Account was £38,858,6.8. This was 
less than. the profit of the previous 
yeur, but is duc to the series of losses 
to which reference-has been made 
above. In the Fire Account, our loss 
ratlo- during the year was 45.57% 
which: compares favourably with 
47.20% in the preceding year. The 
amount carricd to Profit and Loss 
Account, after ‘providing for alk 
known ‘and outstanding losses and 
setting up the necessary reservcs, 
was 441,160. or 7.33% os compared 
with £38,873 or 6.75% In 1934. The 
Accident Account. shows an income 
for the year of £263,123 
£251,323 in 1034. As stated above 
the motor car scction of this business 
proved unprofitable, the percentage

RECKLESS MOTOR.

Inspector Andrew . sald he was 
driving down Repulse Bay Rond to- 
wards Hongkong followed by another 
car. A litte above. “Overbays” there 
is oa right-hand turn in tho rond, and 
when he had arrived at the turn he 
noticed a car coming in the opposite 
direction. Just then, a huge two- 
seater flashes: past him on his 
wrong side, causing him to pull up 
to avoid a collision, There were two 
Europeans and a Chinese lady In the 
ear, ond they turned and laughed at 
him, thinking {it was a joke. He 
could not catch up with the car 
because it was belng driven too fast, 
but near the Police Club ho saw It 
again, -and-signalled-to- the-driver-to. 
stop. The car did not stop, and he 
followed jt to Queen's Road and even- 
tually came vp with it at Thompson 
Road.. The occupants 
apparently trented the Incident os a 
joke. At the time, Inspector Andrew 
said his wifo and children were in 
the car with him. 

ENGINE CHOKED 

Mr. Kwan said‘ defendant was try- 
ing to overtake before he got to'the 
bond, but was unable to do ‘so as his 
engine got choked.
